GENERAL ELECTION—1868. 


To all whom it may concern: 

Wuturras, Under Chapter XXTV, of the 
Code of the Territory of Arizona, and the 
amendments thereto, it is provided that 
there shall be held throughout the Territory, 
on the first Wednesday in June of cach year, 
an election for members of the Legislative 
Assembly, and such officers as may be required 
by law to be chosen at such election, to be 
called the General Election.

Eforts to Impeach Washington. 


o 

Tho trial of President Johnson recalls the 
attempts made in 1795 to destroy the char- 
acter of President Washington, with an in- 
tention, bad'it succeeded, to impeach bim, 


The parties combined to accomplish these ob- 
jects consistec of— 


Firat—The opponents of tho Funding 
Scheme of Alexander Hamilton, 

Second—The partisans of the French Di- 
rectory. 

Third—The opponents of the Excise Law. 

This combination agsailed Washington with 
a, bitterness and vigor never sinc’ surpassed 
in this country. Tho vials of party wrath 
were poured out against him through a ma- 
lignant press. We are told by Chief Justice 
Marshal] ; 

“His military and political character was 
attacked with equal violence, and it was 
averred that he was totally destitute of merit, 
either as asoldier ora statesman. The cal- 
umnics with which he was assailed were not 
confined to his public conduct; even his qual- 
ities ag A man were the subjects of detrac- 
tion. That he had violated the Constitution 
in negotiating n treaty without the previous 
advice of the Senate, and in embracing with- 
in that treaty subjects belonging exclusively 
to the Legislatuic, was openly maintained, 
for which an impeachment was publicly sug- 
gested; und that he had drawn fiom the 
Treasury, for his private use, more than the 
salary annexed to his oflice, was asserted 
without a blush. This last allegation was 
sud to be supported by extracts from the 
‘Treasury accounts, Which had been laid before 
the Legislature and was maintained with the 
most persevering effrontery.” 

In addition to the insurrection jn the wes- 
tern counties of Pennsylvania, which Wash- 
ington behevedbty have been “fomented by 
the self-created societies who were laboring 
to effect some evolution in the Government,” 
the President was embarrassed by divisions 
and dissensions m his Cabinet, and a want of 
fidehty on the part of some members of the 
Cabinet, and was also confronted by a seri- 
ous dispute with the House requesting the 
President to lay before ıt the instructions, 
correspondence and other documents relative 
to the treaty with Great Britain negotiated 
by Mr. Jay. His biographer, Waslunyton 
Irving, says 

“Waskingten believing that that these pa- 
pers could not be constitutionally demanded, 
resolved from the first moment and from the 
fullest conviction of his mind, to resist the 
principle, which was evidently intended to 
be established hy the call of the House; 
he only deliberated on the manner in which 
this could be done with the least bad conse- 
quences ” 

Washington, in his answer, after obsers ing 
that to adunt the demand would establish a 
dangerous precedent, concluded by declaring 
that tas it was cosential to the due adminis- 
tration of the Goyernment that the bounda-

nor did L believe until lately tat it was with- 
in bounds of probability, hardly within those 
of possibility, that while I was using my ut- 
most exertions to establish a national charac- 
ter of our own, and wished by steering a 
steady course to preserve this conntry irom 
the terrors of a desolating war, I should be 
accused of being tho encmy of one nation, 
and subject to the influence of another; and 
to prove it, that every act of my administra- 
tion would bo tortured, and the grossest nnd 
most insidious misrepresentation of them be 
made, by giving one side of the subject, and 
that foo in such exaggerated andi udecent 
terms as could scarcely be applied to a Nero, 
a notorious dlefaulter, or even to a common 
pickpocket.” 

Again we are informed that when the Min- 
ister of the French Republic set the acts of 
the United States Government nt defiance 
and threatoned the Executive with an appeal 
to the people, and the latter, notwithstanding 
the indignity thus offered to their Chief 
Magistrato, sided with their aggressors, and 
exulted in their opon defiance of his national 
policy, he became weary and impatient, and 
being banded ono of those scandilous libols 
in circulation called “The Funeral of Georgo 
Washington,” wherein the Prosident was rep- 
resented as placed upon a guillotine, a horri- 
ble parody on tho lato decapitatation of the 
Prench King, “burst forth,” writes Jefferson, 
“into one of those transports of passion be- 
yond his control; inveighed against the por- 
sonal abuse which had been bestowed upon 
him, and defied any man on carth to Higa 
asingle act of his since he had been in . a 
Government which had not been done in t 10 
purest of motives, He had never repenti 
Dut once having slippod the moment of hav- 
ing resigned his ofico, and that was Hen 
moment since. In the agony of his heart he 
declared that ho had rather be in his Brave 
thin in his present’ situation; that i hac 
rather be on his farm than to be made [i mp 
ror of the world; “and yet; said ho, ae g- 
nantly, “they are charging mo iE w pe 
tobo a hing.”

E. R. Seecomb, Lreasurar New York and 
Austin S, M. Cos Sir, Your letter of the 7th 
inst., has been duly received, You ask whether 
a patent for a minoral claim in Nevada can 
be issued for a vein found below the surface 
without any known outcrop; and if so would 
it bo‘valid in qase it should be found after- 
wards to have au outcrop belonging tó outer 
claimants ? : 

In reply Ihave to say, that the provision of 
the Act of Congress, approved July 26, 1868, 
prescribing no method for the adjustment of 
cases under similar circumstances, this office 
deems proper to defer the expression of its 
opinion in reference to the matter submited 
by you for our decision, until we have an ac- 
tual case upon which to base official ruling. 
I would-add, howaver, that section 2 of the 
Act hereinafter alluded to provides that a 
claim to a “rock in place,” bearing gold, sil- 
ver, cinnabar, or copper, to whose possession 
there is no controversy or opposing claim, 
may be entered or a patent granted therefor, 
together with Ethe right to follow tho same 
with its dips and spurs, angles and variations 
to any depth, although it may enter the land 
adjoming, the latter bemg subject to be sold 
with hability to conform to the prior rights 
of the first claimant. How fur this provision 
was contemplated to secure the validity of 
the claim you submit for my opinion, until I 
have an actual case duly reported here, in 
the alsenco of a positive and direct letter of 
the law bearing upon the subject, I cannot 
determine, and hence refrain from expressing 
1t so as to make an official ruling.

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The Delegate Question. 


As the day is near at band upon which the 
people of thia Territory will meet together 
at tlie polls for the purpose of selecting a 
man to represent them in the 41st Congress 
of the Unitet States, our duty as a journahst, 
a citizen, and a pioneer of the country, com- 
pels us to examine into, canvass and expose 
to the public gaze the merits and demorits of 
the three gentlemen now before the people 
for place, position, power and honor. In do- 
ing so we shall speak our mind freely, fearless- 
ly, voluntarily and honestly, without regatd 
to consequences. i 

Ota trath can we say, that no man or par- 
ty own ug, True, we are wedded to Demo- 
cratic principles, but not to the Democratic 
party, forj should the:party prove recreant to 
the well-defined and time honored -principles 
cinbodied in the Constitution—the charter of 
American Hberty—we would feel at liberty 
‘and would consider it our duty to cease aryo- 
cating its doctrines, and sever our connexion 
with it. In like manner, in taking sides on 
the Delegate question, ‘and choosing one of 
the three candidates for our standard bearer, 
we do s0, not because the presses of the Mix- 
er office have been greased with oil bought at 
the expense of any candidate now before the 
people for the position of Delegate to Con- 
gress, but solely from the desire to build up 
our rich, fair and fertile Territory, and there- 
by benefit the noble band of pioneers who 
have for long and weary years contended 
against thousands of hostile savages, privation

It is time that the sun of prosperity should 
shine upon Arizona. Her“ Dark Age” should 
soon come to an end, and it will, if her pev- 
ple are true to themsclves—true to their in- 
terests and truc to those who are true to 
them. lt cannot be gamsayed, that, from 
some causo, the Territory has been kept 
back—crowded to the wall—her people de- 
nied their rights and left to shift for them- 
selves. It cannot be denicd that in almost 
every county and township in the Territory, 
there are mineral, agricultural, grazing and 
other resources unsurpassed by those of ans 
other State or Territory ; and yet they remain 
untouched, unclaimed, unoccupied and unde- 
veloped, save and except in a few localities 
Our mountains are covered with timber, and 
yet there is but one saw-mill in operation in 
the Territory; full of rich lodes of gold, sil- 
ver and copper-bearing rock, and yet there 
are not five quartz mills running in the Ter- 
ritory. Our streams are many and large, and 
yet no manufactories have been built upon 
them. Our laws are voluminous and varied, 
and yet no lawyer orother citizen can under- 
stand one half of them, 

Hundreds of our people have been murder- 
ed by Indians—their property stolen or des- 
troyed, and still rehef has not come We 
have wailed, gnashed our teeth, girded our 
loins and gone forth to battle for home, 
country and revenge upon our foes, upon half 
rations, and clad in miserable garments, and 
upon our return have been soothed with fair 
promises from false-hearted, calculating, cold, 
selfish, money-making officials, who were fat- 
tening at the public manger, while we were 
scouting in the mud and rain. Is it possible 
for us to stand this much longer? We think 
not. The people are now haying their eyes 
opened, and haye commenced to see through 
the veil that has heretofore covered the dark 
designs of the official ring of infamous imps 
who have betrayed, misrepresented, robbed 
and plundered them in the past; and they 
express a determination to remedy the evil 
Time and again have we been promised re- 
dress, if we would send some one of the clique 
to state our case to the Governmentat Wash- 
ington, and time and again have we done the 
bidding of our masters, and yet the promises 
remain unfulfilled, and things go on as usual. 
Now, for the fourth time, we aro asked to 
send the last of the gang, Goverhor R, C. Mc- 
Oormick. Timeand again has he been forced 
to take a back seat and bide his time. But 
now, Richard, thinks is his auspicious day, 
and he is stumping the Territory in a chariot, 
drawn by four splendid black mules, trying 
to impress the people with his importance, 
and make them forget his former short-com- 
ings. Well, now that he is fairly in the field, 
let us see what claims he has upon us—what 
debt of gratitude we owe him, that should be 
repaid with a seat in Congress as our Dele- 
gate.

Wurrras, Under Chapter XXIV, of the 
Code of the Territory of Arizona, and the

Now, tHererons, I, Rican C. McCor- 
mICK, Governor of the Territory of Arizona, 
in pursuance of the duty enjoined upon me, 
do hereby designate the following offices to 
be filled at the General Election to be held 
throughout the Territory on Wednesday, the 
third day of June, 1868, viz: 

A Delegate to the Forty-first Congress of 
the United States. 

Nine members of the Territorial Council 
and, eightecn members of the Territorial 
Touse of Representatives apportioned as fol- 
lows, according to the census of March, 186%, 
viz: 

The county of Pima, four members of the 
Council and seven members of the House. 

„Ahe county of Yuma, one member of the 
Council and three members of the House. 

The counties of Mohave and Pah-Ute com- 
bined, one member of the Council. 

The county of Mohave, one member of the 
House,

ELECTION LAW. 


ries of the United States: 
Of General and Special Elections, 


Section 1, There shall be held throughout 
the Terntory, on the first Wednesday in 
September of each year, the first of which 
ELLE: | Shall be in the year one thousand eight hünd- 

red and-sixty-five, an election for members of 
the Legislative Assembly, and such officers as' 
may be required by law to be chosen at such 
election, to be called the General Election. 


Provided that members of the Legislative 
Council shall be elected for two years, 


§. 2. Special elections shall only be held to 
Half sqnare, one time, $2.00; each additional | fill the vacancies in the office of members of 


the Legislature, o1 Delegate to Congress, on 


$3.00; cach additional | the proclamation of the Governor fot that 


purpose. Special elections shall be conducted, 
and the votes canvassed and returned in the 
Same manner, as nearly as may be, as general 
elections. 

§. 3. It shall be the duty of the governor, 
at least thirty days before any general elec- 
tion, to issue his proclamation, designating 
the offices to be filled at such election, and to 
transmit a copy thercof to the county recorder 
and sheriff of each county of the Territory. 

§. 4. It shall be the duty of the sheriff to 
give at least ten days’ notice thereof, by set- 
ting up, at each usual place of holding elec- 
tions in his county, a copy of such proclama- 
tion, and by inserting the same in some news- 
paper published in the county, if any be pub- 
lished thercin. 

§. 5 Whenever it is necessary to order a 
special election, under the provisions of sec- 
tion tivo of this chapter, the governor shall 
issue his proclamation, ordering such election 
and appointing the time at which it is to be 
held, and the sheriff of each county in winch 
such election is to be held shall give notice 
thereof, as required in section four of this 
chapter in regard to general elections. 


Of the Qualifications and Disabilities of Elect- 
ois. 


§. 6. Every white male citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, and every white male citizen of 
Mexico, who shall have elected to become a 
citizen of the United States, under the treaty 
of peace exchanged and ratified at Quintero, 
May, 20th, 1848, and the Gadsden treaty of 
1854, of the age of twenty-one years, who 
shall have been a resident of the Territory 
six months next preceding the election, and 
the county or precinct in which he claims 
his vote ten days, shall be entitied to vote at 
all elections which are now, or hereafter may 
be, authorized by law. 

$. 7. For the purpose of voting, no person 
shall be deemed to have gained or lost a resi- 
dence by reason of bis presence or absence m 
the service of the United States; nor while 
engaged in the navigation of the waters of 
this Teritory, or of the United States, or of 
the high seas; nor while a student of any 
seminary of learning; nor while kept at any 
almshouse or other asylum; nor while con- 
fined in any public prison. 

§. & No idiot or insane person, or person 
conyicted of any infamous crime, shalt be en- 
titled to the privileges of an elector, A crime 
shall be deemed infamous which is punisha- 
ble by death, or by imprisonment in the 
State prison. 

g. 9. Absence from this Teritory on busi- 
ness of the Tesritory, or of the United States, 
shall not effect the question of residence of 


| any person. 


Of the Place of Holding Elections, and also of 

Inspectors, Judges aud Clerks of Elections. 

§. 10. The election shall be held in each 
precinct established by law, provided that 
any precinct containing over fuur hundred 
voters may be divided by the board of county 
commissioners, and an election held in each. 

$. 11. The justice of the peace in each 
precinct, and two quahfied electors of such 
precinct, shall constitute a board of judges 
of election The justice shall be chairman 


-| of the board, if present; if not, the board 


shall appoint a churman from among their 
own number, who shall have power to fill 
any vacancy that may oécur in said board, 

§. 12. It shall be the duty of each inspector 
to be gt the place where the polls are to be 
opened, in the precinct for which he is ap- 
pointed, trom eight o'clock in the morning 
untl gunset, on the day of the election. 
Should such inspector not appear at eight 
o'clock in the morning, the electors present 
at the place where the polls are to be opened 
may appoint an inspector for the precinct. 

§. 18. The board of inspectors for each 
precinct shall, before the time of opeying the 
polls, appoint two suitable persons tÒ act as 
clerks. 

§. 14. Before any election shall be opened, 
the inspector, judges and clerks shall each, 
before any officer authorized to administer 
oaths, take an oath that he will faithfully and 
impartially discharge the duties assigned him 
by law. Tf there is no person present author- 
ized to administer oaths, the inspector sliall 
administer the same to tho judges and clerks, 
and one of the judges shall then administer 
the oath to the inspector. 

Of Opening the Polla: of Voting and

§, 22. If such person shall still insist that 
he is entitled to vote, and the challenge shall 
not be withdrawn, the board of judges, in 
thei discretion, may administer an oath or 
affirmation to the voter: You do swear (or 
affirm) that you will support the constitution 
of the United States and the laws of this 
Territory; that you will true faith and alle- 
giance bear to the same, and defend them 
Against all enemies whatsoever; that you are 
a citizen of the Umted States; that you are 
of the age of twenty-one years, according to 
the best of your information and belief; that 
you have resided in this Territory six months 
next preceding this electionandin this county 
(or precinct as the case may be) ten days, 
and that you have not before voted this day,” 


§. 23. If the person thus challenged shall 
take the oath as tendered to him by the board 
of judges, he shall be admitted to vote, and 
1t shall not be lawful, after he has taken such 
oath or affirmation, for said board to examine 
any witnesses touching his want of qualifica- 
tions; but if he shall refuse to take the oath 
or affirmation so tendered to him, his yote 
shall be rejected. 

§. 24. If the vote of any person be challenged 
on the ground that he has been convicted of 
any infamous crime, or disfranchised by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, he shall not 
be required to answer any questions respect- 
ing such alleged conviction ; and in the ab- 
sence of any authenticated record of such 
facts, it nay be competent for two disinter- 
ested wiqnesses upon oath to prove the same. 

§ 25. When the polls are closed, proclama- 
tion thereof shall be made at the place of 
voting, and no vote shall be afterwards re- 
ceived. 

Of Counting and Recewing the Votes, Declar- 
ing the Result of Elections, and of the 
Ca tificates of Election. 

§ 26. As soon as the polls are closed on 
the afternoon of the day of election, the 
judges shall open the ballot-box and com- 
mence counting the votes, and in no case shall 
the ballot-box be removed fiom the rvom in 
which any election may be held, untilall the 
ballots are counted; the counting of the bal- 
lots shall in all cases be public. The ballots 
shall be taken out carefully, one by one, by 
the chairman or one of the judges, who shall 
open them, and read aloud the names of 
each person contamed therein, and the office 
for which every such person is voted for. 
Each clerk shall write down each office to be 
filled and the name of each person voted for 
such office, and shall keep the numher of votes 
by tallies, as they are read aloud by the chair- 
man or judge. The counting of the votes 
shall be continued without adjournment until 
all are counted. 

§. 27. If two tickets are folded together, 
they shall hoth be rejected; and if more persons 
are designated on any ticket for any ofiice 
than are to be elected for such office, such 
part of the ticket,shall not be counted for 
any of them; but no ticket shall be lost for 
want of form, if the board of judges can do- 
termine to their satisfaction the person voted 
for and the office intended. 

§, 28. As soon as all the votes aro read off 
and counted, a certificate shall be drawn up 
on each of the papers containing the polllist 
and tallies, or attached thereto, stating the 
number of votes ench person voted for has 
received, and designating thie office ta fill 
which he was vuted for, which number shall 
be written in words at fulllength. Hach’certifi- 
cateshall he signed bytheclerks,the judges and 
inspector; one of said certificates, with the 
poll-listand tally paper to which itis attached, 
shall be retained by the inspoctor and pre- 
served by him at least six months.

34. When there are officers voted for 
who are chosen by the qualified electors of 
the Territory, it shall be tbe duty of each 
county recorder, so soon as the statement of 
the vote of his county is made out, as required 
in section thirty-one of this chapter, to copy 
therefrom so much as relates to the votes 
given for sych officers, certify to the correct- 
ness thereof under his band and seal of his 
office, and transmit the same to the secretary 
of the Territory, endorsing on the pack- 
age the words “election returns.” On the 
sixtieth day after the day of election, or so 
soon as the returna shall have been received 
from all the counties of the Territory, if ro- 
ceived within that time, the secretary of the 
Territory shall compare and estiniate the 
vote and declare the person elected, and 
make out and file in his office a statement 
thereof, a certified copy of which shall bo 
transmitted to the person so ascertained to 
he elected, which shall be a sufficient commis- 
sion. 

§. 35. No certificate shall be withheld on 
account of any defect or informality in the 
return of any election, if it can with reason- 
able certainty be ascertained from such re- 
turn what office is intended, and who 1s enti- 
tled to such certificate; nor shall any com- 
mission be withheld by the governor on ac 
count of any such defect or informality of 
any returns made to the office of the seere- 
‘tary of the Territory. 

§. 36. When elections are held for delegate 
in congress, the county recorder of each 
county shall make his returns thereof in the 
manner prescribed in this chapter to the sec- 
retary of the Territory, on the fortieth day 
after the day of election, or so soon as the 
returns shall have been received from all the 
counties of the Territory; if received within 
that time, the secretary of the Terntory shall 
compare and estimate the votes given for 
such delegate, and certify to the governor 
the person having the highest number of 
votes, and it shall thereupon be the duty of 
the governor to give to such person a certifi- 
cate of his election, sealed with the seal of 
the Territory. The returns of all elections 
for officers chosen by the qualified electors of 
the Territory, which are required by this 
chapter to be transmitted to the secretary of 
the Territory, shall likewise bd opened on 
the sixtieth day after the day of election, or 
so goon as the returns shall have been received 
from all the counties of the Territory, if re- 
ceived within that time, 

§. 37. Any elector of the proper county 
may contest the right of any person declared 
duly elected to any office, to be exercised in

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Letter from the Vulture Mine, 
VULTURE Mune, A. T., May 4, 1868. 


Epitor Mrnxg,— Although no politician, 
norin the habitof dabbling in political mat- 
ters, further than to think and judge for my- 
self, that being the duty of every man, I pro- 
pose saying a few words concerning the three 
candidates now before the people of this Ter- 
ritory, each desirous, of course, to be the cho- 
sen one, to visit the Congressional Halls, at 
Washington, there to be seen and heard in 
behalf of the Territory. 

The three candidates, Messrs, Adams, Mo- 
Cormick and Rusk, have visited this place and 
delivered an address, setting forth their claims 
upon the people of Arizona, for their support, 
when the day for, making a choice shall ar- 
tive, Mr. Adamsjhas had a second audience, 
consequently he if two to’ their one, in that 
respect, but -whea the day of election rolls 
around, and the vdtes are counted,Mr. Adams 
and Mr. McCormi¢k will both find that Mr. 
Rush is two to their one. 

Mr, Adams, in his first speech, expatiated 
“muchly,” in regard to troubles and trials, 
pertaining to his steambosting efforts upon the 
Colorado river, for the benefit and‘ interest 
of Arizona Territory, also, his having visited 
Washington City, in reference to the-steam- 
boat business, and conversing with and re- 
ceiving encouragement from a member of 
Congress and strange, though true, he never 
told us whether he wasa Democrat or Re- 
publican, a Finnigan or Knownothing.

ABORIGINAL Visrrors.—Since the date of 
the last number of the Miner, two sets of 
Moquis Indians have paid Ft. Whipple and 
Prescott a visit. This tribe is composed of 


some six or seven bands. They hve about 
150 or 160 miles noitheast of Prescott, and 
have always been considered “ good Indians ” 
by the whites, nevertheless we think it bad 
policy to allow them the freedom of the town 
every time they come here. They may be 
all right, and we believe they are, but we 
have an idea that their cunning friends, and 
our mortal enemies,—the Apaches, do pump 
them a little and get considerable information 
from them, We believe in treating them civ- 
illy, generously and kindly when they come 
to see us, but think it very wrong to Jet them 
run around town and get posted on our affairs, 
(They brought down with them several hun- 
dred pounds of dried peaches, which our cit- 
izens purchased of them, and which, we have 
heard said, were excellent ) ‘Too much famil- 
iarity with Indians—friendly or otherwise— 
is not good for white men. We are surround- 
ed on every side by hostile savages, and 
should he careful how we trust these Moquis 
“ Blood is thickerthan ‘water.” A word to 
the wise is sufficient. 


ARRIVAL OF THE Mau..—The California 
mail arrived here at 2 o’clock yesterday. The 
latest San Francisco papers received by it 
were of date May 2d. From them we learn 
that the vote on impcachment had not been 
taken. It seems to be a foregone conclusion 


that the President will be ousted. Congress- 
man Axtell had arrived in San Francisco from 
‘Washington. He was serenaded at the Nu- 
cleus Hotel, and made a speech that seemed 
to please his audience, as they gave him round 
after round of applause, A grand banquet 
had been given to Anson Burlingame, at the 
Lick House. Governor Haight, General Hal- 
leck, and other distinguished Californians 
were present and made speeches. The Dem- 
ocratic State Convention was in session at 
Sacramento. Democrats had carried Austin, 
Nevada, It was said, in Washington, that 
Hooper, Delegate from Utah, whose seat was 
being contested, would loose it. The elec- 
tions in North Carolina, Georgia, Louisiana 
and Florida, were carried by the Radicals and 
negroes.

SwretwaTER Mines.— We have seen a let- 
ter from L. G. Barton, formerly of this Terri- 
tory, to W. G. Poindexter, of La Paz, Yuma 
county, dated South Pass City, Sweetwater 
Mines, March 23d, 1868, in which the writer 
states that since his arrival in that region, he 
has visited five mining districts, and thinks it 
the richest quartz mining country in the world. 
The placer diggings, he thinks, are not exten 
sive, and will never amount to much. Jeff. 
Stanford was in South Pass City at the date 
of the letter. 


Anout 3 o'clock on the morning of April 15, 
the night train from Buffalo to New York 
ran off the track, at Carris Rack, and the last 
five cars were precipitated down an embank- 
ment from 75 to 100 feet high. It is supposed 
that the disaster was caused by the breaking 
of arail. The last car took fire and 13 per- 
sons were burned to death. Two cara went 
into the river. Six bodies “were recovered 
fromtheriver. 200 passengers were on board.

Allowing Persons in the Military service and 


upon Indian Campaigns to vote at 
Elections. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Arisona:— 


$. 1. All legal voters, citizens of thia Terri- 
tory, who may be in the military service of 
United States or this Territory, or who may 
be engaged in any campaign against hostile 
Indians, shall have the right to vote at all 
elections, and for all offloers for whom they 
could legally vote in theit reepective precincts, 
as provided by chapter twenty-four of the 
civil Code of this Territory, and shall not for- 
feit their rebidence by reason of an abscence 
while engaged in pick service or campaign. 

§. 2. At nine o’clock in the forenoon on 
the day of any election aforesaid, the legal 
voters aforesaid shall proceed to elect judges 
and inapector, who shall immediately give 
public notice of the hour of such day, and the 
place when and where they will open the polls, 
and they shall appoint two clerks, and shall 
recdive, cdnvass, and’ record thb v and 
conduct the election às nearly as may be in 
conformity with the provisions of the chap- 
ter aforesaid; and shall in like manner, cause 
to be delivered, within ten days after such 
election, to the county recorders of the sev- 
eral counties in which such voters ae legally 
entitled to vote(which name of county shall 
be either written or printed on each ballot), 
a tally list which shall contain the names of 
each person voted for; and the office for which 
such person was voted for; and a tally of the 
number of votes received by each shall be 
made opposite their respective names and the 
whole number of votes received by each per- 
son shall be expressed in writing and figures 
at the bottom of cach tally list aforesaid, 
which shall be certified to be correct by 
the board, and with the votes cast for such 
county shall be transmitted under seal as 
aforesaid. 

§. 3. The judges of election aforesaid shall 
have power to cause the arrest of any person 
who may interfere, or in any way prevent any 
person legally entitled to vote, from casting 
such vote, or who may in any way interrupt 
the proceedings of such meeting, or who may 
commit any breach of the peace, and detain 
him in custody ( but not depriving bim of the 
right to votcif he bea legal voter) until 
complaint can be made against him before the 
proper officer, and cause him to be tried for 
the offence. Except as herein specified, the 
elections aforesaid shall be conducted as re- 
quired by chapter twenty-four of the Civil 
Code aforesaid. 

§. 4. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage. 

Approved Nov. 9 1864. 


THE FRANCHISE LAW. 


The following is the law of Congress now 
in force. 

An Act to regulate the elective franchise in 
the Territories of the United States. 

Be ut enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress Assembled, 

That from and after the passage of this act 
there shall be no denial of the elective fran- 
chise in any of the Territories of the United 
States, now or hereafter to be organized, to 
any citizen thereof, on account of race, color 
or previous condition of servitude; and all 
acts or parts of acts, either of Congress or 
the Legislative Assemblies of said Territories, 
inconsistent with the provisious of this act, 
are hereby declared null and void.

Govensaicatr Press Room.—The press 
room presents the busiest scene, having twen- 
ty-tive Adams presses, sıx Hoe single cy linder 
presses, and a number of others, numbering 
in all fitty-two. One of the newly mvented 
Bullock presses has recently been placed in 
this room, and is certainly the most wonder- 
ful piece of mechanism in the “art preserva- 
tive of all arts” that has yet been produced. 
It has run more consecutive hours than any 
pressknown, Inless than four monthsat eight 
hours a day, and with the labor of two press- 
men and an assistant, it printed eight nnll- 
ions of distmet impressions without any effort 
to crowd its capacity, and in a given tune, 
with two men, it did the work of twenty 
Adams presses and thirty-five hands, The 
paper to feed this wonderful press comes 
fiom the mill in iolls, containing thousands 
of sheets winch it cuts in proper size ‘the 
paper in going through this press is printed 
on both sides at once, (which no other press 
does,) the number of sheets 18 counted and 
deposited on the delivery board at the rate 
of 8,000 to 14,000 per hour, or counting both 
sides, at the rate of 16,000 to 28,000 impres- 
ions ‘The press is cheaper, less cumbersome, 
simpler, dispenses with the labor of from 
ten to twenty hands, requires less power, 
saves the expense of “feeding,” time of 
counting, &c., and has othcr advantages too 
numerous to mention. The estabhshment 
presents as many objects of real interest to 
visitors as many of our public buildings, and 
is indeed well worth a visit.— Washington 
Chronicle.

MeELtTines oF Coneress.—-An act passed 
January 22d, 1807, provides that in addition 
to the present regular times for the meeting 
of Congress, there shall be a meeting of the 
Forticth Congress of the United States, and 
of each succeeding Congress thereafter, at 12 
o'clock, meridian, on the 4th day: of March, 
the day on which the term begins for which 
the Congress is elected, except when the 4th 
of March occurs on Sunday, then the mect 
ing shall take place at the same place at the 
same hour on the next succeeding day. No 
one who was a member of the previous Con- 
gress shall receive any compensation as mile- 
age for gomg to or returning from the addi- 
tional session provided for by this Act. It 
will thus be seen that Congress will meet on 
the 4th of March next, whether called to- 
gether by the President or not—a fact not 
generally known. 


Tirer MoMETERS.—The three thermometri- 
cal scales which are most in use are the Fah- 
renheit, the Reamur and the, Centigrade. 
The difference between them is in the gradu- 
ation of the interval between the freezing 
and the boiling point of water. In Fahren- 
heit’s this is divided into 180 parts; in Rea- 
mur’s into 80, and in the Centigrade into 100. 
According to Reamur, water freezes at 0 deg. 
and boils at 80 deg.; according to Centigrade, 
it freezes at 0 deg. and boils at 100 deg.; ac- 
cording to Fahrenheit, it freezes at 32 deg. 
and boils at 212 deg. In England, Holland 
and the United States the thermometer most 
generally used is Fabrenheit’s. Reamur’s 
acate is used in Germany, and the Centigrade 
in France, Sweden and some other parts of 
Europe. The seale of the Centigrade is by 
far the simplest and most rational method of

Even those who huve made 
the trip, unless they went beyond La Paz or 
Hurdyville, can have no conception of the 
splendid renge of connie that is spoken of 
as Central Arizona. In Arizona, unlike most 
Territories, the main travelled roads havé 
passsed through the most dreary and uninvi- 
ting portions of the country. With a few 
exceptioug, her fair valleys and rich mines are 
away from the roads. To see and tu know 
the country, it is necessary to travel leisurely 
through it, and to take a‘ trail ” where the 
road 18 not yet made, 

Central Arizona, in point of natural resour- 
ces, will compare favorably with any portion 
of the coast, The climate is unexcelled; the . 
mines ill prove rich; the timber and grazing 
interests will eventually be sources of great 

rofit; and agriculture is already beginning to 
e the lending branch of industry. 

In the other sections of the Territory, also, 
there is much to encourage the settler. In 
Pah Ute county, the settiments of the indus- 
trious Mormon people are thriving and grow - 
ing while following the pursuits of agriculture. 
In Mohave and Yuma counties, while there is 
no land capable of cultivation except tho river 
bottoms, considerable supplies of grain, veget- 
ables, &c., may be raised, and the presence of 
promising veins of quartz indicate a proeper- 
ous future, In Pima county, besides rich 
mines of silver and copper, agriculture is fol- 
lowed to a considerable extent. 

Every year, Arizona is increasing in mate- 
rial prosperity. There are more farms, more 
houses, more valuable property. Schools are 
being established, religious services are begin- 
ning to be held, civilization, in all its bcar- 
ings, is spreading over the Terrirory. And 
although the mines have not yet redeemed: 
their promise, it is by no means difficult to 
account for the failure. It may be briefly 
stated that mining in Arizona has not thus 
far been generally successful, because of these 
three things: Indian hostilities, ftheghigh pri- 
ces of supplies and freiglite; and # want of 
capital to open up mines, The sparse popu» 
lation of the Territory is not suflicient to 
cope with the Indians, were it to be divided 
up into small prospecting and working par- 
ties. The necessity o° guading mài a. In- 
dion depredations causes great expense, and 
paralyzes many movements, It renders en- 
tirely useless for the time thé vast grazing 
resources of the country. The high prices of 
freighting, and of everything used in the Ter- 
ritory, keep scttlers poor; and without abun- 
dant capital, the mines cannot be developed. 
In no mining country yet have niines become 
valuable without previous great outlay of 
money. “It takes a mine to work a mine.” 
And jin Arizona, (except in one or two instan- ` 
ces where the funds were squandered or stolen 
by the superintendents, ) capital ling not been 
brought in, owing to difficulties of operating 
in the mining regions. 

We see no reason to bope that anything 
short of the construction of tho Eastern Divi- 
sion of the Union Pacitic Railroad will acoom- 
pan the specdy development of her resources, 

Vere this great work once commenced in 
carnest, immigration would fow in from thé 
Eastern Statin, and stock raising, agriculture 
and mining would within a decade of years, 
lift up this new obscure Territory to be one 
of the noblest States of the Union.—Los 
Angelova Nein.

‘Wickenburg, will never forgive Rickard C.

SATURDAY MORNING, MAY 25, 1868, 
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LOCAL NEWS. 
Misrakex.— Tuesday last, iho citizens of Prog- 
cott, were somewhat excited over the news gaid 
to be spread by a Moxican, who arrived here on 
the afternoon of that day from Walnut Grove, 
fhe California mail hag, since Mr. Grant has been 
carrying Ít, arrived in Prescott about noon every 
Tuesday, and as it was behind its regular time, 
some color of truth seemed to cling to the re- 
port of the Mexican, which report was to the 
effect that, in the vicinity of Copper creek, abont 
ten miles from town. in the mountains, he saw 
and conversed with four Indians, who informed 
him thut a great many more Indians were in that 
vicinity. He also said that he left the mail rider 
asleep at Walnut Grove, that he intended to get 
up and start for Prescott soon after he (tha Mex- 
joan) left, and as the muil did not arrive during 
the afternoon, of course, everybody believed it 
“was “taken in.” About dusk, a party of our citi- 
zens, consisting of Messrs. Monihon,Cory, Pierce 
and McWilliams, with three soldiers, started 
out to learn the true state of affairs, and found 
everything quiet on Copper creck, at which place 
they cnmped. During the night, mail, mail rider, 
escort and Mr, Cook, came along right side up 
with care, but a little tired and worn out from 
the fatigue of the trip. and, on seeing the fire, 
thought ıt was made by Indians, but after pros- 
pectiog a little while, they concluded they had 
struck a white lead, and advanced.

spake profanecly of Mexicans and Indians, took 
observation through the bottoms of their bottles, 
and put ont for Prescott, where they arrived in 
guod order, but a little riled in temper, early 
neat morning. Sequel—Mexicans, like contra- 
bands, will sometimes suy things they cannot 
prove, and it will not do, always, to bet your 
bottom dollar on them.

Sennay last, we took a walk to Banning & Be- 
goles ranch, about one mile and a half south of 
Prescott. and found some thirty acres planted in 
corn und vegetables. The corn was nipped by 
the late frost, bul new leaves had started out. 
and it was looking well. The soil was in good 
condition We were surprised at beholding the 
great amount of Inbor done by these gentlemen 
the last year. A good, substantial rail fence has 
been built. every rail for which, was made by 
themselves, mostly from trees which grew on the 
land they are now farming. Stumps innumer- 
able had to be grabbed ont, and what with the 
other work necessary to be done in making a 
farm out of wild pine bottom land. we must con- 
fess that Banning & Begole hare done well. 
Should the season piove a good one, they wall 
raise enough vegetables tu supply several hun- 
dred people. 

Kitep py Inprans —It is with feelings of re- 
gret that we, this week, announce the death, at 
the hands of brutal, murderons,thieving Indians, 
of another pioneer and good citizen, Jobn C. Ba- 
ker, a brother of James Baker, of this town. Mr. 
Baker was killed on Table mountain, east of the 
Rio Verde, about one hundred miles from Pres- 
colt, while returning from General Devin's com- 
mand to Camp Lincoln, fur supplies. The eir- 
cumstances are as follows: He, with two o1 three 
soldiers, started abead of the main party—some 
twelve or thirteen in number, to pick outa trail, 
and the red scoundrels fired at them from a place 
of concealment. The rear party hurried up to 
him, tried to alleviate his sufferings, made a 
litter and brought him to Camp Lincoln. He died 
in twenty-four bours after being shot. Mr. Baker 
was a native of Dade county, Missouri, aged 26 
years, and formerly hved in Oregon. May „an 
avenging God scourge these fiends for their mau- 
ifold crimes. 


Criiprey’s Party.-—Saturday last, Mrs. J. G. 
Campbell entertained some twenty or thirty chil- 
dren at her place of residence on Montezuma 
street. The little ones, we are told, enjoyed 
themselves hugely, and Mis. C. was happy to see 
them do so.

be made with a small plow, and the seed 
should be covered from two to three inches 
deep, according to the character of the soil. 
It is better not to soak the seed, as it is to be 
planted where there is sufficient moisture. 
Some drop asingle seed, each one foot apart 
in the row. "It 1s preferable, for good reasons, 
to plant in hills two feet apart. Two seeds 
in a hil} is sufficient. 

As soon as the germs appear and get well 
started, the cultivator should be run through 
between the rows twice, followed thoroughly 
by a hoe, annihilating all weeds and grass. 
This should be done often, until the plants 
are flowering generally. Then, as they 
spread so much over the surface of the ground, 
it will not be practicable to go through the 
crop with the cultivator without injuring it. 

The weeds must now be kept duwn by the 
hoe alone, and the plants be covered in the 
centre, where the blooms are, about half an 
inch thick with soil, As the plants spread ıt 
13 necessary to go through once a week anf 
cover up the additional blooms, They will 
continue to bloom and spread through the 
whole season, until the tirst frust comes. 
Then the sooner they are harvested the bet- 
ter, which must be done before the rainy 
season. 

Lhe plants are best dug with a potatoe 
fork, by prying them up and turning them 
over, with the nuts exposed to dry inthe sun. 
They should thus remain at least three days, 
so that the nuts be perfectly dried. They 
may then be gathered under shelter, and 
picked, and sorted, and put into sucks at 
leisure. Luge gunny sucks, that will hold 
about fifty pounds, are generally used. ‘Ihe 
nuts are then ready for market. In order to 
bring the highest price, they must be carefal- 
ly sorted, the inferior and nutless shells must 
be thrown out; in handling them these are 
readily detected by an expert. 

A caution should be added. No rain or 
undue moisture should come upon the nuts 
while drying—it will spoil them for the mar- 
ket; they must be dried, whether in the sun 
or in a heated room, so that they will not 
become mouldy after being put into sacks. 


OLIMATE AND Statorp.—The Journal des 
Connaissances Mudicales notices » hook recent- 
ly published by Dr. Foissac, on the influence 
of climate and physical agents on man. The 
author maintains that the human race is cos- 
mopolitan, since it can live everywhere, and 
by its intellectual powers neutralizes the evil 
effects of physical agents on its organism, 
To this Dr. Caffee demurs, objecting that man 
docs not perpetuate his race under all cli 
mates; that he may live, it is true, m any 
climate to which he is taken in the prime of 


life, but that sterrility is often the conge- | 


quence, and that at any rate his offspring will 
die at an early age. However this may be, 
Dr. Foissac's book contains much interresting 
matter, and the chapter on stature contains 
a great many new and interresting facts, On 
this subject Dr. A. Latour, in his review of 
the yolume, expresses himself as follows: 
“No one will maintain that good soldiers are 
not to be found among small men. During 
the campaign in Egypt, Moorad Bey’s vexa- 
tion would break out ‘whenever he made a 
few of our brave voltigeurs prisoners. ‘What! 
he would exclaim, “are these the men that 
have beatenus? Shall I never be able to 
vanquish those little fellows?” Yet Dr. 
Foissac maintains, on the strength of highly 
reliable historical records, that the inhabit- 
ants of ancient Gaul, who weré victors and 
conquered by turns, but always terrible on 
the Held of battle were talt and fine men, con- 
trary to Dr. Broca’s opinion. To the low or 
middling stature of Alexander, Napoleon and 
Gustavus Adolphus, he opposes the gigantic 

roportions of Philopeemen, Pyrrhus, Casar, 
Charlemagne, Conde, Peter the Great and 
Charles the Twelfth, Most of tho generals 
of the republic and marshals of the empire, 
such as Championnet, Kleber, Pichegru, Mas 
sena, Soult, Bernadotte, Kellerman, Bessioros 
and Murat, were very tall, or at least much 
above thecommon stature.” Dr. Foissad not 
only finds the latter condition fulfilled in the 
case of military men of note, but also.in that 
of great.political churacters, orators, poets; 
‘learned mon;,and generally of most mon rop- 
yesenting intellectual power; whene he con- 
cludes that, save in the caso .of deformity, 
genius and talent are epa of physical 
conformation. Scarron and Pope would seqm 
to nullify qven the above saving clause,

In Yavapai, and perhaps other counties of 
the Territory, the active supporters of Gover- 
nor McCormick give asa reason for working 
for him, “that he is a truo Republican, and 
theonly “loyal” man inthe field.” He, him- 
self, put this argument into their mouths 
while here, and they have tried their best to 
make good use of it, by denouncing every 
Republican who does not throw up his hat 
for his flighty Excellency, as 4 traitor to his 
party. ` To show these men the utter ground- 
lessness of their assertion, we quote from an 
article entitled “he Third Trialand Defeat,” 
which was written by Governor McCormick, 
and which appeared in the Mixer of Sept 26, 
1868: i 
“ There is an old superstition that the third 
trial will insure success; but in the moye- 
ments of the opponents of the Territorial ad- 
ministration It has not held true, They 
have just gone through their third annual at- 
tempt to defegt the administration at the bal- 
lot-box, and, in view of all the circumstances, 
they have experienced a more complete and 
overwhelming discomfiture than eyer before. 
In 1864 they supported Leib and were beaten; 
in 1865 they went for Allyn, and were beaten. 
In 1866 they rallied for Poston, and again they 
are beaten— this time with the disagreeable 
knowledge (so far as the radicals are concern- 
ed) that they voted fora man in whom they 
had no confidence, and whom they openly 
denounced in 1864 asa secessionist.” 

Of course, the “opponents of the Territo- 
rial administration ” were mostly republicans, 
and it seemed to have done the Governor a 
powerful sight of good to sec the party 
thrice baffled. Again, he says: 


“Now we do not say that Poston ever was a 
secessionist. The Miner certainly had no 
knowledge of such being the case when it 
supported him for Delegate; but there can be 
no better illustration of the inconsistency of 
the impracticable radicals of this county than 
they have given in upholding him after all 
they have said of him in years past, and in- 
deed, in view of what many of them said of 
him during the late campaign. They have 
shown that for the petty purpose of personal 
spite against the Territorial administration, 
they were willing to take up with any candi- 
date belicyed to be antagonistic to it. They 
have set aside principle, after clamorously 
claiming it as the basis of their policy, and 
heartily co-operated with a man of questioned 
loyalty, in preference to one never suspected 
of entertaining a disunion sentiment.” 

Well the above is pretty cool. This pink 
of loyalty did not say that Poston ever was a 
secessionist, yet admits that his loyalty was 
questioned. 

The Governor next throws outa milk-sop 
to the pliable Republicans whom he was in 
the habit of moulding to suit his purpose, 
and then wades into the bulk of the party 
in the following fierce style: 

Men of southern birth, and naturally of 
southern sympathies, may in several instances 
have been appointed; but only the *imprac- 
ticables” insist that southern sympathies 
and treasonable sympathies are one and the 
same thing. In our judgment, when men 
yield a cheerful obedience to the laws and to 
the officers of the government, we care not 
where they come from, or how they talk—it 
is folly to call them disloyal, and it is a noto- 
rious fact that none of our people have ac- 
ted in bettor faith towards the General and 
Territorial governments than the men from 
the southern States taking them as a class, 
Accepting the policy of the latter as pre-emi- 
nently fair, an desiring that nothing should 
be allowed to interrupt the peaceable and 
speedy development of the rich resourcés of 
the Territory, they have set the turbulent 
radicals an example of good citizenship which 
they would do well to follow.” 

What do you think of the above, “Imprac- 
ticables,” you who are now hurraking for 
McCormick, and swearing that all Democrats 
are secessionists and traitors? Will you still 
continue to denounce Rush and all who sup- 
port him, as secessionists? ‘Will you still 
claim that no Republican should vote for 
Rush, because McCormick is running and has 
asked for Republican votes, on the ground 
that he has ‘always run with that party ?

| Borrorn’ ARIZONA Minen,—MeCormick’s 
few friends were no little exercised, over a 
communication which recently appeared in 
the columns of your paper, concernipg Gov- 
ernment supplies purchased by McCormick at 
Ft. Whipple,in 1864. They were exceeding- 
ly bitter against the writer thereof and chal- 
lenged him to the proof, Thinking that the 
Governor might have been abused and that 
the story of the Government grub was fic- 
tion, I was led to inquire into it. Upon ex- 
amining closely and inquiring into the matter 
particularly, I find that your correspondent 
was correct in everything but one particular. 
He says: “Instead of returning the provigions 
in kind, McCormick paid for them at Gov- 
ernment prices.” In this your correspondent 
was mistaken, for the provisions were never 
paid for, and there is no record at Ft. Whip- 
ple to show that the Governor acted in ac- 
¢ordance with the order of General Carleton, 
or even honestly, in the matter. Ttis ru- 
mored that he subsequently paid a dishonest 
Commissary Sergeant one hundred and sixty 
dollars in currency to keep the matter quict. 
At this time, McCormick represented to Colo- 
nel Nelson II. Davis, Inspector-General of the 
District, that he was compelled to construct 
Government buildings for the use of the first 
Legislative Assembly, and that it would be a 
great saving to the Government if provisions 
could be procured at Ft. Whipple, and de- 
sired General Davis to issue an order for 2500 
rations, which was accordingly done. These 
rations were transported to Prescott and the 
greater part of them used in improving Mo- 
Cormick’s ranch, adjoining the town. He 
built a large log house on this ranch, and at 
the time of his first settlement with the Gov- 
ernment, he charged and wasallowed the sum of 
$1900, for nineteen months rent of this iden- 
tical house. This is the way McCormick has 
acquired property in Yavapai County. Tle 
purchased, in New Mexico, an old press and a 
scanty amount of type, had it hauled to 
Prescott at Government expense, and started 
the Arizona Miner—a paper then devoted 
equally to the pursuit of robbing the Gov- 
ernment, and the praising of McCormick— 
whose name was never known in connection 
with the paper. This paper always had the 
public printing, and McCormick, who was 
the custodian of theZGovernment purse, paid 
himself large sums of money for public print- 
ing, with which money he built a brick house 
in Prescott, thus dishonestly acquiring more 
real estate, and placing himself on the tax 
roll, as one of the largest tax-payers of the 
County, to which he pompously refers in his 
speeches. Nowin the name of all that is 
honest—hbave we not had enough of this man 
—shall we confer honor upon aman entirely 
unworthy. People of Yavapai county, bear 
it in mind that those who support McCormick, 
are voting against your interests, for their 
own personal gain. *

Code of the Territory of Arizona, sng the 
amendments thereto, it is provided that 
there shall be lield throughout the Territory 
on the first Wednesday in June of each year, 
an election for members of the Legislativg 
Assembly, and such officers ag may be required 
by law ta be chosen at such election, to be 
called the General Election. i 

Anv Wiereas, Jt is further provided that 
it ahall be the duty of the Governor, at lengt 
thirty days before any General Election, to 
issue his proclamation, designating the offices 
to bo filled at such election, 

Now, tHererong, J, Reenarp., McCor- 
mick, Governor of the Territory of Arizona, 
in pursuance of the duty enjoined upon me 
du hereby designate the following offices i 
be flied at the General Election to be held 
throughout the Territory on Wednesday, the 
third day of June, 1868, viz: 

A Delegate to the Porty-tives Congress o 
the United States, 

Nine members of the Teritoriul Council 
and eighteen members of the Territorial 
House of Representatives apportioned as fol- 
lows, according ta the census of March, 1867, 
viz: 

The county of Pima, four *merhbers of the 
Council and seven membors of the. House, 

The county of Yama, one member of the 
Council and three members of tho Llouse. 

The counties of Mokase and Pah-Ute com- 
bined, one member of the Council, 

The county of Mohave, one member of the 
Touse. 

The county uf Pab-Ute, one member of the 
House. 

The county of Yavapai, three members of 
the Council and stx members of the House, 

Also one Supervisor and one Public Ad- 
piinistrator in each of said counties. 

And in each election precinct, in each of 
suid connties, one, and not more than two 
Constables, and two Justices of the Peace; 
and in each such precinct containing a pop- 
ulation of more than eight hundred persons, 
tu be ascertained by the Probate Court, one 
additional Justice of the Peace.
